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WORLD'S  FAIR  DISPLAYS  WISCONSIN  CHEESE 

The  world's  largest  cheese,  a 17  1/4  ton  Wis- 
consin State  Brand  cheddar,  will  be  Wisconsin's 
exhibit  at  the  World's  Fair  this  year  and  next  in 
Flushing  Meadows  Park,  New  York  City. 

This  cheese  was  made  at  Steve's  Cheese  Co. , 
Langes  Corners,  Wisconsin.  It  was  started  Jan- 
uary 20,  used  more  than  183  tons  of  milk,  2/3 
of  a ton  of  salt,  92  pounds  of  rennet,  and  23 
pounds  of  coloring.  A crew  of  8 to  9 men  worked 
around  the  clock  for  more  than  43  hours  of  con- 
tinuous manufacture.  It  measures  6.  5 x 5.  6 feet 
and  is  14.  5 feet  long.  Most  mammoth  cheeses 
are  cylindrical  but  one  which  weighs  34,  591 
pounds  would  be  too  wide,  if  round,  to  be  trans- 
ported by  truck  or  train.

INTER -ORDER  TRANSACTIONS  ON  INCREASE 
IN  FEDERAL  ORDER  MARKETS 

Inter-order  sales  by  regulated  handlers  as  a 
percentage  of  total  sales,  increased  in  each 
year,  1959  through  1964.  This  is  based  on 
data  for  the  months  of  January  in  each  year 
and  for  1964  represents  82  Federal  order  markets. 
This  increase  (4.  8 percent  in  1959  to  8.  7 per- 
cent in  1964)  is  almost  offset  by  the  decrease 
(15.3  percent  in  1959  to  11.6  percent  in  1964) 
which  took  place  in  sales  to  nonregulated  areas. 

Of  course,  enlargement  of  the  order  program 
is  one  important  factor  which  "resulted  in  a 
smaller  proportion  of  sales  by  regulated  handlers 
to  nonregulated  areas.  20.  3 percent  of  all 
sales  in  Federal  order  areas  were  delivered  out- 
side the  local  handler's  marketing  area  during 
January  1964.

in  Milwaukee  designed  and  built  a lighted,  re- 
frigerated trailer,  with  double  paned  glass  sides, 
to  be  used  in  transporting  the  cheese.  Last  Tues- 
day, April  14,  a few  loading  problems  were  en- 
countered but  after  2 1/2 hours  all  was  in  readiness 
and  the  cheese  was  moved  into  Denmark,  Wis- 
consin for  a farewell  program  Wednesday.  Thurs- 
day it  was  on  its  1,  000  mile  journey  to  the  fair. 

The  State  of  Wisconsin  has  a 50, 000  square 
foot  site,  adjacent  to  Grand  Central  Parkway,  a 
main  thoroughfare,  on  the  fairgrounds.  It  is  at 
the  foot  of  a pedestrian  overpass  over  the  park- 
way. The  site  is  also  just  a few  steps  from  the 
12  story  "Unisphere",  central  attraction  at  the 
fair.  On  this  site  the  cheese  will  stand  on  a 
concrete  slab  specially  constructed  to  hold  its 
weight.  It  is  depressed  about  2 feet  for  better 
viewing  of  the  display. 

The  Wisconsin  Cheese  Foundation,  a nonprofit 
affiliation  of  the  Wisconsin  Cheese  Makers’  As- 
sociation, was  organized  for  the  express  purpose 
of  promoting  Wisconsin  cheese  outside  of  the 
state.  This  foundation  sponsored  the  big  cheese 
project  and  has  announced  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Carol  Christianson,  Madison,  to  be  public 
relations  hostess  for  the  exhibit.  Alice  in  Dairy- 
land  will  attend  the  unveiling  at  the  World's  Fair 
and  will  appear  at  other  intervals  when  the 
cheese-mobile  is  on  tour. 

The  cheese -mobile  will  tour  the  United  States 
after  October  15,  1964,  when  the  fair  closes, 

until  the  following  April.  A second  tour  is 
scheduled  for  October  1965  to  visit  other  cities, 
expositions,  etc. , missed  the  first  year. 


WISCONSIN  SHIPS  OUT  10  PERCENT 
MORE  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  IN  1963 


Outshipment  of  cattle  and  calves,  primarily 
dairy  breeds,  from  Wisconsin  in  1963  totaled 
168,  000  head.  This  is  10  percent  more  than  the 
total  moved  out  of  the  State  in  1962.  Shipments 
of  37, 401  head  to  Iowa  were  38  percent  more 
than  those  of  1962  and  were  the  most  important 
share  of  Wisconsin's  total  outshipments.  North 
Dakota's  receipts  from  Wisconsin  rose  14  percent. 
In  contrast,  receipts  of  Wisconsin  cattle  and 
calves  decreased  from  1962  in  Illinois,  South 
Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  and  the  11  North- 
eastern States.
